Victors, not Victims! 

Gateway evicted in Elizabeth 
Exciting times ahead! 


As many of you know for the past three years 
Gateway has been blessed to have our Elizabeth 
office in the same building as a well-known second- 
trimester abortionist, Steven Chase Brigham. We 
have witnessed to Steven and his staff and have 
kept him in our prayers. 

In late 2001 we began our sonogram ministry. Since 
then countless babies have been saved from 
abortion . The Lord has used this technology to also 
soften the hearts of many moms to hear the Gospel 
message. In the Spring of 2002 Steven demanded 
that Gateway be evicted in exchange for his 
payment of back condo fees owed to the condo 
association. The association began litigation to 
remove Steven on the basis of misrepresentation. In 
many of his fourteen abortion mills in the northeast 
Steven has entered into a rental or purchase 
agreement without revealing that his entire 
'practice' is that of abortion. 

In August 2002 the association agreed to evict 
Gateway if Steven paid his entire back condo fees. 
In February, 2003 we received our official eviction 
notice, effective May 1st. Although we may have a 
legitimate reason to 'fight this' we see it as the 
Lord's leading for Gateway. We are actively 
seeking a new office in Elizabeth. Would you pray 
for us as we "go out" not knowing exactly where 
we're headed, but knowing the One who guides us?

We need to remember what they were seeking so that we too may seek the same:

{country,} that is, a heavenly one. Therefore, God is not ashamed to be called their God; for He has prepared a city for 
them." Hebrews 11:14 and 16. What did they have? Faith. Hebrews 11:35 is a pivotal verse - "Women received {back} 
their dead by resurrection; and others were tortured, not accepting their release, so that they might obtain a better 
resurrection. " Along with conquering kingdoms, obtaining promises, escaping the edge of the sword, from weakness made 
strong and so on, some were tortured, mocked, scourged, imprisoned, stoned, sawn in two, tempted, left destitute wandering 
the earth — and some were put to death.

Aida, age 23, from Utica, NY writes: I found out that I was 
pregnant in January and when I told my boyfriend about it he told me 
that if I keep it he's going to leave me. Well, he left me and I am all 
alone but I don't want to keep this child because I don't want to be a 
single mother. I am 12 and a half weeks pregnant." 

Diana, age 34, from the Bronx (NY) writes "I had three abortions 
before and I think I'm pregnant again. I feel scared and stupid. I know 
the procedures already but I am having such problems dealing with it 
again." (She noted that she suffered from flashbacks and night terrors) 

Paula, 36 from Staten Island, NY is married with 2 small girtls. She 
writes "I can't handle my life now so I know that I will not be able to 
handle another child! I have an abortion scheduled in 2 days but I am 
unsure of what to do. "

looking for the abortion clinic. She was willing 
to sit down and have a talk with Joan. She told 
Joan that we was considering an abortion 
because she has two children and a job and 
didn't think she could manage another baby. 
Joan spoke to her about the Lord and she was 
very receptive to everything Joan had to say. 
Sandra stated that she believes in God but 
somehow she knows that is not enough. Joan 
shared the gospel with her and she prayed to 
receive Christ into her life. Praise God! 
Joan gave her a Bible and a list of churches in 
the area. At the end of their time together 
Sandra told Joan that she was looking for a 
sign from God not to have this abortion. God 
certainly answered her prayer! ! 


Ashley is 14 years of age. She came to 
Gateway in Irvington with her grandfather for 
a pregnancy test. She shared that she had an 
abortion this past June because she didn't think 
there was anyone to help.

She feels 
that this is her responsibility and she shouldn't 
kill her baby. Ashley goes to a Christian 
church but said she is not saved because she 
does "bad things." Jean shared the gospel with 
her and explained when you are saved God's 
Holy Spirit helps will help her resist the 
temptation to do "bad things". Ashley is 
expecting her baby in July.
